English idiom is characterized hy such a preponderance of the compound or loose sen- 
tence, that sometimes sentences are coordinated in form when they are not strictly 
coordinate in thought ; Latin idiom, on the other hand, is characterized by the prepon- 
derance of the complex or periodic sentence: sentences are not coordinated in form when 
they are not precisely coordinate in thought. In translating Latin into idiomatic English, 
therefore, one must reduce the number of subordinate clauses and increase the number of 
coordinate clauses; in translating English into idiomatic Latin, one must reduce the 
number of coordinate clauses and increase the number of subordinate clauses. The coor- 
dinate clauses may be subordinated in two ways: (i) by conjunctions (see p. 90) ; (2) by 
participles. There arc three ways of subordinating by participles : 

1. When the participle is active and may agree with the subject, as 
in English. E.g., we may say idiomatically in English, ** Caesar addressed his men 
and began battle" when we really mean, *^ Caesar, after having addressed his men, 
began battle** The Roman says just what he means; for his past participle, being 
deponent, is active, and may agree with " Caesar" thus: Caesar, suos cohortatus, 
proelium coinuiisit. (Vice versa, generally translate such Latin coordinately.) 

2. When the participle is passive and there is aivord in the main 
clause for it to agree with. E.g., we may say idiomatically in English, ** Caesar 
called his men together and addressed them" although we really mean, ** Caesar ad- 
dressed his men, after having called them together" Again the Roman says just 
what he means; but his word for " having called" means ** having been called." Is 
there any word in the sentence for that to agree with ? Certainly, the " ««^«," thus: 
Caesar suos convocatos cohortatus est. (Vice versa, translate coordinately.) 

3. When the participle is passive and there is no word in the main 
clause for it to ag^ee with. E.g., we may say, **Caesar gave the signal and 
began battle,*' when we really mean, ** Caesar, having given the signal, began battle." 
Again, the nearest Latin word for *' having given" datus, means " having been given." 
What given? Why, •* the signal." But " signal" is not in the main clause, *'Caesar 
began battle." Bring it in, then, in the ablative case, and make the participle agree with 
it, thus: Caesar, sig^no dato, proelium commisit. This construction, called 

The Ablative Absolute, 
may be translated not only by a coordinate clause, as above, but also by an equivalent sub- 
ordinate clause (see below, 2-5) ; and both English idiom and Latin precision may be satis- 
fied if, when the ablative absolute is coordinated, its subordinate force is restored by the 
insertion of the proper particle (below, 6-9). Never translate by " having been "; but 
identify every ablative absolute you come to with one of the following types, and translate 
accordingly.
